And it is further enacted by auctozity aloꝛeſayd, that in caſe {theo 
ted to any ſhireffe oꝛ ſhireffes oꝛ other actõptantes in the kynges court 
his Eſcheker,oz in any other his courtes, that any ſhireffe oz ſhireffes?!

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02 amerciamentes befoꝛe pardoned, releaſed oz acquifed: that then euerye 
ſuch Shiriffe and ſhiriffes and other accomptantes ſhall be diſcharged re- 
leaſed,pardoned and acquited therof by his oz their othe without any furs 
ther triall in that behalte. : 

P2ouided alway that this acte of free pardon ſhall not extend oꝛ be in 
any wiſe benefictall to any clerke oꝛ other perſon of the ſayde clergy oꝛ ſpt- 
rifuality, beinge the ſayde tenth daye of March in the cuſtody of the ſayde 
archebyſhop,o2 foꝛ any other oꝛdinaty of the ſayde pꝛouince as a perſon at: 
tainted oz conuicted by the lawes of this realme of any murder, felonie oz 
other crime oꝛ offence foz oꝛ concerninge deliucraunce ont of the conuicte 
perſon, till that he ſhall haue made hys purgacton accoꝛdinge to the lawes 
dz cuſtomes bled in that behalfe, oz that he bee thercof diſcharged by the 
kinges pardon oz other lawefull meane. 

Pꝛouided alſo that this acte of pardon ſhall not extende noꝛ be pꝛeiudy⸗ 
ciall to the kinge our ſoueraigne lozde his heireg oꝛ ſucceſſours in any thing 
concernyng o2 touching his right a title of diſſolutiõ of the colledge beinge 
in the vniuerſitye of Orenfozde commonly called the cardinals colledge, 
whiche was lately founded by the late reuerende father in god Thomas 
late Cardinall and archebiſhop of Pozke,noz concerninge the kinges right 
and title to the ſuite of the ſame colledge. Noz ſhallertende oꝛ be in anye 
Wyle beneficial oz auaylable to the deane and canons of the ſame colledge
